Soldier Bill Perrin, lately returned 
from service in France, is personally 
acquainted with Sergt. Calvin York, 
the war’s greatest hero, whom he 
met shortly after York had landed 
from the battle front where he caus­ 
ed such consternation 
among 
the 
Huns by killing 2 8 of the enemy and 
capturing 132 prisoners single-hand­ 
ed. 
Perrin is proud to claim York 
as friend, and enjoyed being associat­ 
ed with him for some months after 
the armistice was signed. 
Perrin be­ 
longed to the 327 infantry, 
while 
York was in the 328th infantry, both 
of the 82 division, and the two met 
while at Champlitte. 
Perrin says 
York is a big-ffiearted, whole-souled 
fellow, very quiet ami unassuming, 
and was very loath to talk of his es­ 
capade which uiade him the 
most 
talked-of soldier of the A. E. F. and 
the most worshipped of all heroes 
coming back from France. 
He says 
that the magazine and newspaper re­ 
ports of York’s adventure have not 
been overdrawn, and that 
the big 
Tennessee soldier was given due cre­ 
dit in France for all his good work.

Captain Lillard organized a com­ 
pany of national guard in Wise coun­ 
ty in 1917, when the United States 
first declared war on Germany. 
The 
I company of splendid men was accept­ 
ed for serv ice by the government and 
the boys were trained at Camp Bow­ 
ie. 
During the long training period 
before going to France, Capt. Lillard 
proved his efficiency and adaptability 
in the army service, and when 
he 
landed in France he had one of the 
very best companies in the 36th di­ 
vision. 
After a short time spent in 
the training area back of the lines 
in France, Company L went into the 
lines with the 36th division. 
Our 
boys relieved the army of marines, 
which had been striving to take an 
[objective for several days, but when 
the 36th division hit the lines, all ob­ 
jectives were taken and the

were put on the run.

lard led his men into the fight, anti 
all his men loud in their praise of 
his work in the front lines.

Jose (’antu. a peaceful land owner 
and valley farmer, who has lived all 
hts life iii Texas, was bodily trans­ 
ferred to Mexico by a recent rise in 
tie* Rio Grande.

Mr. Cantu and much of his properly 
on the Mexico si de of the stream and, 
according to tin* Mexican authorities, 
he is now amenable to the laws and 
taxes 
of 
that 
country. 
Upon 
Mr. 
Cantu's transplanted farm are a tinni­ 
er of homes oi employees who were 
als * American voters until tin* river 
changed i t s fours* . 
For several years tin* Rio Grande 
had been threatening to divert its I mn I 
to a new route. 
With ea*-h succeed­ 
ing flood it eat a deeper channel until 
it has now practically abandoned its 
old bed and is ii ow tog through tin* 
farm of Mr. Cantu, with more than 
490 acres of his cultivated land on the 
Mexican side. 
To further complicate matters the 
Mexican customs authorities are in­ 
sisting that Mr. t'antu shall pay duty 
on his live stock mid other property 
that have found their way to that 
country by rn? consent of his.

sun 
does 
not 
climb 
straight 
up in 
the sky, 
but 
obliquely. What is more, his ris­ 
ing point is not the same on two 
succeeding 
days. 
As 
.spring 
merges into summer the rising 
point shifts to the north. After 
June 21, he shifts south, so that 
on each day he begins his climb­ 
ing a little more to the south. 
By December 22 he has reached 
his southern 
limit and turns 
back again. 
Since there is a defined region 
on 
the eastern 
horizon along 
which the sun’s 
rising 
point 
shifts in regular order and be­ 
yond which it never strays, the 
daily paths of the sun through 
the sky in the year form an un­ 
shifting, 
unchanging 
band of 
even width—the same band from 
year to year. 
As you go north the sun’s path 
slopes 
more 
and 
more. 
The 
hand 
remains 
the 
same; 
it 
merely swerves up or down in 
the sky. 
Hence in the arctic 
regions 
the 
sun 
during 
the 
spring and summer months ap­ 
pears above the horizon, and 
stays there, traveling In a cir­ 
cle, arui becomes the “Midnight 
Sun.”

old bed and is flowing through the 
farm of Mr. ( ’antu, wit ii more than 
400 acres of his cultivated land on the 
Mexican side. 
To further complicate matters the 
Mexican customs authorities are in­ 
sisting that Mr. < ’ant ii shall pay duty 
on his live stock mid o t h e r property 
that have found their way to that 
country by no consent of his.
